The relevant 
provisions in Appendix XL to the current Red Book may be deemed to have

“f Napthols .—Not more than two percent of the face value of quota 
licences undor this S. No. or Rs. 1,000 whichever is higher can be 
utilised for the import of Napthols. Licences granted for this 
item will not be valid for the import of Napthols: AS, AS-BS, 
AS-BC, AS-OL, AS-G, AS-BR, AS-SW, AS-D, AS-TR. AS-RI, AS- 
PH. 

8 Fast Colour Bases .-Not more than four percent of the face value of 

quota licences for this S. No. or Rs. 1,000 whichever is higher 
can he utilised for the import of Fast Colour Bases. Licences 
granted for this item will not be valid for import ot Scarlet R/RC, 
Red B, Bordeaux GP, Fast bases, Ycllovv GC, Garnet GBC, 
Orange GC, Red R/RC, Scarlet GG/GGS. 

9 Vat Dyes other than Indiep .—Not more than 50% of the lace value 

of quota licences for this S. No, or Rs. 1,000 whichever is higher 
can be utilised for the import of Vat Dyes other than Indigo. 
Licences granted for this item will not be valid for import of 
Datk Blue BO, Black BB, Vat jade greens and VaMilue RSN.”
